John S. Wood (D-Ga), chairman of the House 
Un-American Committee, admitted today that his law partner took $1,000 from a constitu- 
ent who won a $10,000 claim 9 the government. It was Wood who introduced the 
bill to pay the $10,000 to Ral Stanfield a Georgia youth who was injured Jan. 23, 1944, 
when he was struck by an Army truck. 

Wood's admission that his law partner, Carl Tallant, took a $1,000 check from 
Mack Stanfield, father of the injured youth, came in a half-hour speech on the floor of the 
House. Wood spent much of his time attacking, as an “arch liar,” the columnist who broke 


the story, Drew Pearson. Wood also called ‘Pearson a “character assassin,” foregoing 
only the standard Un-American smear of “Communist” and “spy.” .

In the first game 
the Brooklyn leftfielder and centerfielder, Rube Bressler and Johnny 
Frederick, collided hard racing for a long fly and knocked them- 
selves out of action for the rest of the season. Old Dazzy Vance, 
in ‘the ‘twilight of a great career, matched the Cards’ young south- 
paw, Wild Bill Hallahan, pitch for pitch, but in the 10th inning, 
with the score 0-0, two out and Cards on first and third, the Dazzler 
lobbed a leisurely routine toss over to first and, before anyone knew 
what had happened, the Card on third, a long-forgotten outfielder 
named, I think, Watkins, had raced home and slid over. 

In their half of the 10th the battling Brooks filled the bases 
with one out and set the crowd wild. There were no radio broad- 
casts of the games in those days, but over in front of the old 
Brooklyn Citizen building near Borough Hall thousands stood in 


the streets juSt waiting for the inning score to be posted on a giant.
